Of theſe Vermine no fewer than Eecight in 
number _ —— Jaſt __ 13th inftant, 
got together Carouliang at a Tavern in the 
Strand ; of whom, by the hodefy tame peo- 
ple of the houſe on ſome ſuſpitions,or the indu- 
ſtrious care of Gentlemea who worthily make it 
part of their buſineſs to diſcover and ſeize ſuch 
MalefaQors, ſome intelligence heing obtained, 
ſeveral Conſtables with a ſtrong” Guard were 
ioftactly raifedz, who ruſhing io ſaddenly up- 
on them, apprehended Sevenof thems but ane 
of the moſt notorious, that was Confederate 
with the Two that were ſometime ſince taken 
at Weſtminſter and hang'd laſt Seſſions, made 
thife co eſcape 3 and another endeavouring che 
ſame, and to that purpoſe firing a Piſtol, was 
by a reſofute Gentleman of the Guard woun- 
ded with a ſhot in the ſhoulder,and ſo conveyed 
with cthereft to Newgate 3 Information _ cir

| been p2bliſhed i@ Prior, that pceſons that have 
ſuffer { may come ia and view them in order to 
therr Conviction and juſt Punithment, 


On the Friday following, another ſuppoſed 
to be of the ſame Gang, was ſeiz'd, wholſedit- 

covery was very remarkable z for he and ſome 
others having lately ſet upon, and robb'd a Stage- 
Coach, It was obſerved that two women Pal- 
ſengers therein, contrary to the uſual frights 
and timidity of that Sex on fuch occaſions ap- 
peared ſo far unconcern'd as to ſmile, 2nd laugh 
in the facesof the Robbers 3 whereupon the reſt 
of the Company , whea they arrived at their 
Journeys end, cauſed themto be carried betore 
| a Magiſtrate, who uponExamination, and ſome 

neceſſary threats, prevailed with them.to con- 
feſs they knew two of the Thieves, and where 
this Fellow, who was one of them,dweltin Lon- 


don. 


| He and moſt of the other ſeven before men- 
tioned , belonging to that Gicy,though through 
Idleneſs and extravagance living above their 
Quality, they had now taken up this new Pro- 
feſlion of the Genteel Pad, wherein 'tis thought 
Squire Ketch may ſhortly make them free. 


To give a particular Account of all the 

R obberies that have very lately been commirt- 
ed in feveral parts, is a thing almoſt impoſii-

ble, they have been ſo numerous and frequent, 
ln Eſſex not long fince, at once, was loſt two 
hundred poundsz and at ſeveral other places 
very conſiderable ſums. But the greateſt that 
we are yet certainly informed of, was oa the 
Northern Road, ſeveral Graziers having taken 


good ſtore of money at an eminent Fair for Cat- | 


tle, not knowing how to catry home the ſame 
wi:h ſecurity, reſolved to accompany each o0- 
ther, 2nd ſotothe number of fifteen, took their 
Journey together 3 But a Tribe of Highway- 
men, juſt the number of thoſe now taken in the 
Strand, but whether the very lame perſons, we 
cannot affirm, 


Haviog intelligence of this rich Booty, and be- 
ing Uhoralerad ig time, ſat up all one night 
upon the watch fortheir coming by 3 and one of 
them being kaowd by an honeſt fellow belong- 
iog to the Inn where they lay, who called him by 
his name, leſt he ſhould diſcover their quality, 
and ſpoyl thfir defign, they gave him a ſleepy 
Potion that laid him faſt for ſeveral hours, and 
made him ſo fick afterwards, that his Life was 
indangered, if not fiace loſt by ic. 


Ic the mean time, about nine or ten of the 
Clock next morning, comes by this Troop of 
Country men, and ſoon afterwards , the ſeven 
Highway men took Horſe and purſued them, 
overtakipg them on a large Common, remote 
from any Town, and couſequently fit for their 
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Roguiſh purpoſe ; having rid a little way with 
them, ask'd them two ar three common queſti- 
ons, and got ſome before, and others behind 
them , without further parley they give the 
dreadful words of Command, Stari and Deli- 
ver - and to ſhew that they were in Earneſt ti- 
red ſeveral Piſto!s and kil:d in an inſtant two or 


three of their horſes. ſo far at leaſt commenda- 
ble, that-they choſe; rather to fright than mucr- 


der the men, and ſhewthem their Power rather 
than Inclination to bloody Cruelty. The honeſt 
Travellers, though twice as many, and very un- 
willing to part with their money, yet finding 
themſelves not ſufficiently weapon'd: to diſpnte 
their Right againſt ſuch reſolute Rutfians, ſo fur- 
niſh'd as they were with Fire-Arms, and much 
better Hors'dz thought fit to conſult their ſafety, 
and rather than expoſe their Lives to part with 
their Caſhz which beiog ſurrendred to the value 
of ſeveral hundreds of pounds among(t them all, 
and all their Bridles and Girtscut, the Thieves 
clapt Spurs to their Steeds,and loaden with T rea- 


. ſure, departed, riding ſuch obſcure by-roads, 


that though there was Hue and Cry immedi- 
ately ſent ont after them, there was none of 
_ taken in that Country that we can hear 
of, 
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T his was Fre... a fortnipht and 
three wee the go and whether p64 e now 
apprehended bere were the ſame, or any 
of them, ts yet uncertain.
